r WASHIXOTON, Feb. t—The Chair yesterday 
laid before the Senate * letter from the At- 
torney-General asking an additional appro- 
priation of |tO,no for tbe Jurors of the United 
States courts and $136,000 for witnesses. It 
was referred to the Committee on Appropria- 
tions. 


Among the measures reported favorably 


from tbe committees, waa a resolution by Mr. 
Frye, reported, as he believed, "with una- 
nimity" from the Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions, declaring it to be the opinion of the 
Senate that Couffross oufcht not to provideXor 
a joint commission of Great Britain and the 
United States In relation to the fisheries. U 
was placed on the calendar. 
The Chair then placed before the Seriate the 
resolution as submitted Tuesday by Mr. Kid- 
dleberger and the substitute for it submitted 
by Mr. Pugh relating to the relations between 
the President aud the Senate in regard to 
Information 
and 
papers affecting 
Gov- 
ernment officers suspended or appointed. 
Mr. Edmunds said that practically but 
lour month* of the session were left for 
business. The resolution offered embodied 
no practical question- only mooted questions 
—and It would be time enough to debate tbe 
question when It should become a practical 
question He moved to lay the resolution* 
on the table. Mr. Klddleberger rose to reply. 
The Chair said the question was not debata- 
ble. Mr Kiddleberger criticized Mr. Edmunds' 
motion. In view of tbe fact that he (Mr. Ed- 
munds) had nrst debated the matter and then 
moved to shut off debate.

PE,«;E REIGNS. 


EL PASO, Tex., Feb. 4.—Additional news 


from the seat of war confirms tlio report 
sent of Geronimo's unconditional surren- 
der. The particulars in full will probably 
be out in a day or two. The war has been 
in progress since May, 1885, and troops 
have been in the field since the 22d of that 
month. It has been one of the hardestwars 
on the regularservk-ethathaseveroccurred 
in the West. The Indians were well equipped, 
and being familiar with the country the 
Indians led the soldiers a weary and uncer- 
tain chase. They divided into small bands 
and raided in all directions. Coming to a 
ranch they would kill the settler and his 
family, mutilate the victims beyond recog- 
nition, steal the provisions and drive off all 
the horses. 


Chief Geronimo was the first to go on the 


war-path with hiH band of bucks. They 
were Chiricahua Apaches. From all ac- 
counts there must have been nearly a hun- 
dred bucks, besides the women and children, 
all 
of 
whom 
fought 
like demons. 


They had 
tvro strongholds, 
one on 


the Gila river, near 
Biggin's 
ranch, 


in Dry Creek canyon, the 
other • over

line 
in the 
State 
of 
Sonura, 


Old Mexico, south of Nacori. Troops have 
hotly pursued the trail of the renep-ades, 
but by dividing into squads the Indians 
kept out of the way,disconcerted thi'scouts 
and officers alike, and woreout the cavalry 
horses. The plan of the hostiles wan to 
terrify and steal, but not to fight openly, 
and the results show the wisdom of their 
course. In this manner they have kept 
two thousand troops, besides numerous 
companies of Ne.v Mexico militia, in the 
field, scouting about in a purposeless way. 
Being unused to such warfare they soon be- 
came exhausted, and were compelled to re- 
turn to camp. The Government was com- 
pelled to employ Indians us scouts. In the 
nine months of war there have been nearly 
two hundred settlers and soldiers killed. 


Much complaint was made by the pL'ople 


of this section at General Crook's policy. 
It was even alleged that Chief (iVroniiiio 
went back on the reservation onem>rh1 and 
got addition.il supplies. Genera] JU-i<!!ey 
was also severely t oudemned by penplu of 
Grant County, N. M., for failure to a( t ^hen 
news was received of a raiding party at 
their hellish work four miles from Fort Bay- 
ard.

CONNELLSVILLE, Pa., Feb. 4.—Twenty o 


the striking miners of the coke region wer 
evicted from the company houses yesterday 
an their tenure was under iron-clad leases 
A furious snow-storm was raging at th 
time. They were not compelled to remaii 
out in the cold, however, being taken u 
by those who were not evicted. The con 
dition of a few of the evicted families is pit- 
iful, but in the main they are well providec 
for, having laid by considerable money. Si 
far the sheriffs of Westmoreland and Fay 
ette Counties and their deputies have me 
with no resistance. The evictions hav 
been confined to the leaders of the strike 
a few being singled out from each of thi 
leading works. The evictions will besomi 
general to-day. 


The operators claim that the backbone 


of the strike is broken and that before the 
evictions become general the men will sub 
mit and return to work. The miners anc 
coke-drawers occupying houses owned by 
the operators say the greatest trouble th 
Connellsville coke region ever witnessed-has 
only commenced, and that before they wil 
submit blood will flow. No attempts have 
been made tt> evict any families at the 
larger works, where the greatest resistance 
and most violence have been enacted. At 
such works as the Standard and Moor- 
wood at Mount Pleasant, where several 
thousand men—mostly Hungarians—are 
employed, the houses are castles contain- 
ing men well armed. 


There ig considerable destitution among 


the strikers, mostly on account of fuel, as 
the operators will not allow them to mine 
coal enough to keep them freezing, thinking 
by this means to force them into work. 
The demand for coke is now great and 
furnaces and mills are shutting down all 
over the country for want of it. 


A Bumbei of imported laborers who were 


brought to Standard Wednesday morning 
refused to go to work, having been dis- 
suaded from entering the mines by the 
itriking Hungarians.
